However, the recitation 
"first and second frames" in, for example, patent claim 1 
constitutes an error because the listed claims were 
inadvertently limited to at least two frames whereas a frame 
comprising a single integral unit could be employed for 
holding the circuit board, laser diode module and photodiode 
module. Claims 12, 15, 16, 18-20, 24-26, 30, 31, 36, 39, 42, 



43, 51 and 55-57 have been amended to claim a fiber optic 
module wherein the frame comprises at least two parts as, for 
example, in amended Claim 12. Further, the Abstract, Summary 
of the Invention and a part of the Description of the 
Preferred Embodiments have been amended to provide support 
for the recitations in the amended claims. 

All of the errors being corrected in this reissue 
application up to the time of filing this declaration arose 
without any deceptive intention on the part of the 
applicants.
